er, and shipm ents are therefore light 
during the w inter season. W hile some 
of the pipe m anufactured In the Ohio 
valley finds its way to southern m ar­ 
kets, where work can be performed 
very satisfactory during the winter, It 
Is a m atter of fact that a large major­ 
ity of the product Is consumed In local­

severe, 
which accounts for the falling off

business Just as seen as

w eather makes its advent. 
Of course, 
there is this feature, that some dealers 
replenish their stock during the slack 
season, but these aro comparatively 
few, the majority preferring to allow 
the m anufacturer to carry tho stock. 
In view of these facts, a very large 
portion of the pipe m anufactured dur­ 
ing the w inter months 
is 
placed in 
stock and held for the season of the 
year when the demand frequently ex- 
ceedk the capacity of the factories. At 
least, this used to be the case, but It 
is a question as to w hether conditione 
have changed In this respect.

While some 
of the pipe manufactured in the Ohio 
valley finds its wav to southern mar­ 
kets, where work can be performed 
very satisfactory during the winter, it 
is a matter of fact that a large major­ 
ity of the product is consumed in local­ 
ities where the winters 
are 
severe, 
which accounts for the falling off 
In 
business Just as icon as 
the 
cold 
weather makes Ifs advent. 
Of course, 
thoro is this feature, that some dealers 
replenish their stock during the slack 
season, but these 
uro comparatively 
few', the majority preferring to allow 
the manufacturer to carry tho stock. 
In view of these facts, a very large 
portion of the pipe manufactured dur­ 
ing tho winter months 
is 
placed in 
stock and held for the season of the 
year when the demand frequently ex­ 
ceeds tho capacity of the factories. At 
least, this used to be the case, but it 
is a question as to whether conditions 
have changed in this respect. It would 
seem that with the many large, im­

pipe in sufficient quantities to meet the 
demand under the most extreme con­ 
ditione.

HANNA HAS TYPHOID 


Ohio Senator's Illness Rendered 
^ 
Serious by Extreme 
Weakness. 


FIVE DOCTORS IN ATTENDANCE 


Supposed He Contracted Disease Dur­ 


ing Last Visit to Columbus— P rash 


dent Roosevelt Calls at Hotel to In­ 


quire— Callers Not Admitted. 


CROW N PRIN CE THROW N. 


Emperor William’s Son Masts Acci­ 
dent While on Parade. 
Berlin. Feb. 6.—The Crown Brines 
Frederick William wa* thrown from 
hia horse while riding at the head of 
Ilia company of guanin ar Potsdam 
The horas shied and then fell with Ins 
rider, creating considerable alarm. 
The crown prince was assisted to b's 
feet by his brother officers and soon 
was aide to remount and resume his 
place at the head of the company. 


Washington, Feb. 6.—Senator Han­ 
na's illness is pronounced to be typhoid 
fever with the fever symptoms less 
marked than In the pronounced types 
of the disease. It is stated that there 
are no organic complications, but the 
senator at the time of the attack wa* 
in a literally worn out condition s i 
that hia extreme physical weakness 
and nervous depression, coupled with 
his age, 66 years, and frequent recent 
rheumatic attacks, makes the case 
one of much more gravity than an or­ 
dinary attack of typhoid. 
The crisis of the fever is not ex­ 
pected before the middle of next week. 
The senator is entirely conscious a n i 
insisted on some papers being brought 
to him for his signature but was so 
weak that when he was put off two or 
three times he dropped off into slum­ 
ber from exhaustion. 
He gained con­ 
siderable rest during the day, but to 
an extent his sleep was the result of 
his weakness. -His physicians express­ 
ed confidence in the senator’s recov­ 
ery but admitted that even lf no com­ 
plications or unforseen developments 
of any kind occur recovery will be a 
m atter of weeks and will require mean­ 
while the most careful and painstak­ 
ing nursing. 
No Callers Admitted. 
No one save Mrs. Hanna, 
Miss 
Phelps, the senator's niece, and Elmer 
Dover, his secretary, arn permitted to 
see him. 
President Roosevelt, calic I 
at the Arlington hotel to inquire about 
Senator Hanna’s condition. The phy­ 
sicians gave some consideration to 
t he fact that most of The senator's im­ 
mediate kin are out of the city an I 
that, several of them are as far away 
as Thomasville, Ga., but decided thaf 
for the present at least there was no 
occasion to send for them. It is hoped 
to bring about a sufficient improve­ 
ment in Senator Hanna's condition to 
permit his removal to Thomasville. 
Five physicians are in attendance, 
being Dr. Rixey, the regular family 
physician: Dr. Magruder, Dr. Brewer 
from New York, Dr. Behrond, an ex­ 
pert who examined the senator’s bion I 
for typhoid Indications, and Dr. Osier, 
an export diagnostician from Bait!- 
moral 
Caught Fevar at Columbus. 
The physicians are unable to say 
where the senator caught typhoid 
fever. 
There is a typhoid fever epi­ 
demic at Columbus, O., where the sen 
ator visited last month. He left there 
about the 13th ultimo and he became 
iii about nine days after that, the 
length of time that medical authori­ 
ties give for the breaking out of the 
fever after Infection. 
A great number of Inquiries, tele­ 
graphic. mail and personal, are rear!' 
Ing here about Senator Hanna's con­ 
dition. 
Governor Herrick called by 
telephone from Columbus to inquire 
after the senator and asked to be kent 
informed.

Regarding the Powers Claimed By the 
Service Board Are Stated Sa rc a sti­ 


c a lly But Emphatically— Long W ait 
for City Cash. 


Mayor Fogo, of Wellsville, last night 


returned the appropriation ordinance 
lo council. 
He refused to veto it and 


also refused to sign it in its present 
condition. 
The ordinance will have 
to he re-constructed before tho signa 
tin 
of tho chief executive of the city 
will be affixed. 
In a brief statement as to why he 
warned the ordinance 
to 
council, 
Mayor Pogo said: 
I ain not clear regarding the pro­ 
visions of tile contingent fund, whether 
thor 
should he one contingent fund 
for all funds, or whether there should 
be hut one general contingent fund, 
i ’^ish that council would look into 
thi- matter carefully, for it is my opin­ 
ion that no money in the contingent 
fund can be used until after the six 
mouths has expired. 
“I didn't want to veto the measure. 
I fit inly believe the money asked for 
Iii the appropriation ordinance by the 
board of public service for the water 
works trustees should not he granted. 
This money, iu my judgment, should 
bo asked for by the water works trus­ 


tees and by none others. 
The slate 
law provides for the trustees to make 
such a request in the appropriation, 
and they have more power than they 
suppose in the matter.” 


Solicitor Boyd was called upon aud 
said I fiat one board In the city had tho 
theory in its head that it could hire 
300 or 400 janitors, put roofs on build­ 
ings and things like that, to ail of 
which he did not agree. 
"in my judgment," said lie, “the 
service hoard has no right to ask for 
an appropriation for the water works 
department as long as new work is 
being completed, as the code says that 
the trustees shall remain in office un­ 
til all now work is completed, and be­ 
cause of this the trustees have Hie 
right to ask for an appropriation.

“Tills city has been run on too ex­ 
pensive plans in the past, and I. for 
one. propose to see that it is hereafter 
run on aud within the limit—IO mills.
